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BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MARRIAGES 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA 1967 


Prior to 1967, statistics of registrations of births, deaths and 
marriages excluded those which could be identified as full-blood Aborigines. Figures 
for 1967 cover all registrations and therefore include registrations relating to 
full-blood Aborigines. 


The first part of this bulletin summarises 1967 particulars and is 
followed by more detailed tables showing figures and trends over the last five years 
for which information is available.

Birth, total death, and marriage rates are calculated per 1,000 of 
mean population, the ex-nuptial birth rate per 100 of live births registered, and 
the infant death rate per 1,000 of live births registered. 


BIRTHS Birth registrations during 1967 totalled 20,386 which is 67 more 
than those registered in 1966. The number of births registered 
increased in each successive year from 1948 to 1961, but registrat- 

ions have since generally decreased. The birth rate of 18.34 for 1967 is the lowest 

since 1941. 


Before 1968 a birth could be registered within 42 days of the date 
of birth without incurring a penalty for "late" registration; this period has been 
increased to 60 days from 1 January 1968. Consequently the number of births 
registered in a year usually differs from the number which occurred during that year. 
In 1967 the number of births registered was 20,386 while the number of births which 
occurred during the year is estimated to be 20, 300. 


The ratio of male births to female births does not as a rule vary 
greatly from year to year. The figure of 104.19 in 1967 is lower than the ratio of 
105.54 for the previous ten years and 2.53 lower than that for 1966.

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DEATHS The 9,071 deaths registered in 1967 has been exceeded only by the 
record number of 9,323 in 1966. However, the death rate of 8.16 is 
the third lowest recorded, being higher only than those for 1961 
(8.06) and 1964 (8.14). 


Infant deaths registered during 1967 totalled 346, The resultant infant 
mortality rate was 16.97 or 0.55 less than the previous record low in 1966,

Particulars of causes of death of all persons in 1967 are not yet 
available but details of the principal causes of infant deaths have been tabulated 
and these are shown in Table 4 together with comparable figures for each of the 
previous four years.

MARRIAGES A record number of 9,434 marriages were registered in 1967. The 


previous highest number was 9,051 in 1966. The marriage rate fell 
generally from 10.55 in 1947 to 6.99 in 1960, but has risen in 
each of the succeeding years. 


The average age at time of marriage of persons not previously 
married has followed a downward trend since 1955 when the average ages at 
marriage of bachelors and spinsters were 26.65 and 23.56 years respectively.
